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Hamlin Schools Are Striving to 
Serve Community and Nation 


The Hamlin Schools are striving 
to serve this community 
and 
our 
nation. Here are a few illustrations 
of our efforts during- the past y ear; 
1. The schools have handled reg­ 
istration a<nd issuance of food ra­ 
tion books, serving over 3,000 peo­ 
ple. 
2. Gasoline rationing and 
regis­ 
tration were handled by the school. 
3. Over $6,000 worth of 
bonds 
and stamps were purchased by 
the 
students and teachers in one month 
during the 
recent 
Victory 
Loan 
drive. 
4. Pre-induction courses are 
be­ 
ing offered our students facing in­ 
duction. Over 90 per cent of our 
boy s are in military drill four day s 
a week, and twenty -five senior boy s 
are enrolled in Morse Code train­ 
ing. These courses will directly ben­ 
efit the boy s called into the 
armed 
services. 
5. Practical home making and ag­ 
riculture are being taught 
to 
one 
hundred fifty of our girls and boy s. 
They are not only study ing theory 
but are actually practicing the pro­ 
duction, conservation, and 
prpper 
use of foods and clothing. 
6. Two adult classes have 
been 
offered by the Vocational Agricul­ 
ture on food production. Forty -five 
adults were contacted in there 
two 
classes. 
Hamlin’s largest scrap drive was 
sponsored by the school and put on 
by the students. Over $300 in scrap 
iron was gathered and the (proceeds 
given to the American Red 
Cross. 
Over 80 per cent of the students 
then 
made 
personal contributions 
and joined the Junior Red Cross. 
8. English, history 
and 
Spanish 
are being streamlined to meet 
the 
war 
needs. 
Mathematics, 
science, 
bookkeeping, shorthand, speech and 
ty ping are taught 
as 
preparatory 
courses to meet the war conditions. 
9. The regular academic goals of 
reading, writing, and arithmetic are 
not lost, and we are attempting 
to 
stress ideals as never before. 
These are not all, 
but 
just 
a 
sample of the services y our school 
is rendering. Now, does the 
com­ 
munity appreciate this service or do 
they wish to curtail our activity ? 
The school mailed out 1,000 ren­ 
dition sheets, req uesting 
property 
holders to sign and 
return 
these 
these sheets. About 300 sheets were 
returned. Many of these 
returned 
carried drastic reduced renditions as 
compared with one y ear ago. This 
means, we (presume, that they wish 
the school to render less service to 
the war efforts, render less service 
to the boy s and girls p re p a ring 
to 
enter the armed forces, render less 
service to the community . 
One y ear ago, we refinanced our 
bonded indebtedness at a lower rate 
of interest. Where we had been pay ­ 
ing 5 per cent and 6 per cent, we 
now have the entire debt of $135,- 
000.00 at 4 per cent. However, 
re­ 
duced rendition will not allow us to 
meet the 4 per cent demands 
and 
the board will have no option but to 
raise the rate. 
You may feel that y ou have not 
seriously penalized the school by re­ 
ducing y our valuations $100, $200, 
or even $500; but if the 
thousand 
tax pay ers in the district 
reduced 
their renditions $100 each, 
it will 
mean $1.00 to each of these 
tax 
pay ers, but it will cost 
the 
school 
$ 1,0 0 0 . 
We rest these facts on y our judg­ 
ment. If the services of this school 
to the community , the 
nation, 
the 
war efforts, the individual students 
preparing to live, to serve, and pos­ 
sibly to fight are not worth 
y our 
support, it is time to close the doors 
of our local institution on a tax 
pay ers’ strike. We cannot 
operate 
these schools without y our support.
